This has fallen with particular hardship 
upon the corporations, both large and small, that 'have attempted to 
do business In states other than (ho state of their domicile. 


This petty political harassing of corporations has been done by 


politicians who seem to believe that they are advocating a popular is- 
sue, little realizing perhaps that their efforts in this direction aro ser- 
iously emharasslng Jn the legitimate business Interests of tho coun- 
try and needlessly retarding the natural return of commercial pros-' 
perlty. 


Nor aro the politicians altogether at fault in this respect. An- 


other cause of bad laws affecting foreign corporations is. the petty 
politics played In some slates by a few large corporations who use 
their influence to obtain the passage of a law to accomplish a spe- 


cific purpose, or to gain a selfish end, regardless of the effect which 
such legislation has on other business corporations and on the pub- 
lic welfare. Unfortunately such corporations seldom have anj diffi < 
culty in finding small or even large machine politicians who are will- 
lug to do their bidding. But I am glad Co say that the influence of 
this class of "patriots" is__ gradually waning. 


1 believe the time has come when business corporations shall 


stand out in the open and fight for their rights. 


When they want special legislation let them lay the'matter be- 


fore the peoplo. When the people have been educated to understand 
the injurious effect to business Interests' and to themselves of baiting 
and harassing corporations, whether good or bad, conservative con- 
structive legislation, which will aid commercial prosperity and pro- 
mote a just regard for the rights of others, will become the rule and 
not tho exception.
